Aii article in the Wiiuteeritft Century 
puts in striking form some hard facts 
which economists have for some time 
been trying to impress regarding the 
condition of India. At .a moment like 
the present Mr. Hyndman lias a better 
chance of obtaining a hearing, though 
his conclusions will startle only those 
who have hitherto been culpably in- 
attentive to this aspect of Indian affairs. 
The Daily News says: — Wo have heard 
of lato a great deal about the danger of 
a Russian invasion of India. It has 
occupied the attention of the present 
administration both in London and at. 
Calcutta, to the exclusion of an internal 
danger which is much more threaten- 
ing, the danger of increasing the finan- 
cial burdens of the people to a pitch no 
longer tolerable. Mr. Hyndman points 
out that India has been becoming pro- 
gressively poorer under English rule, 
while taxation has been increasing. It 
is difficult for people in this country to 
conceive the abject poverty of the or- 
dinary Indian peasant. By way of 
giving an idea of it, Mr. Hyndman en- 
ters into a calculation, based on such 
official statistics as are available, to 
show that the average income of the 
population of India is .'ils. (!. a head. 
As this caluclation includes largo in- 
comes as well as small, it may bo 
imagined what the income of the poor- 
est class is. Vet out of this miserable 
average of .'lis. Gd., the native has to 
pay 12 per cent — .'5s. Did. — to the 
Government, leaving him 27s. 9d. out 
of which to support life, pay the wear 
and tear of the implements, and the 
food of animals which he employs in 
production. Poverty is of course a 
comparative term, ami we must not 
rush too rashly to conclusions from 
numerical estimator; of Eastern and 
Western incomes. But the distressing 
fact about the condition of the Indian 
peoplo is that, though millions of them 
are living on the verge of starvation, 
the advantages of English rule hold cut 
to them no prospect of improvement. 
Our Government may be better than 
they have been accustomed to, their 
persons and their property may be more 
secure, but it is more costly — it is too 
costly for their means. To pay their 
taxes they have been driven to the 
necessity of of sweating their land by 
too rapid a succession of exhausting 
crops. Native manufactures have been 
superseded to a large extent by English 
imports. The time seems perilously 
near when the utmost efforts of- the 
tax-gatherer will not avail to collect 
the amount which even now is found 
insufficient to meet the yearly expendi- 
ture on administration and public 
works. 



CYPRUS AND IMPERIALISM. 



HEPWORTH DIXON S OYPBUS LETTER. 
[Dundee Advcrtiz?r, Oct. 12.] 

Has Cyprus ceased to be the change- 
less Eastl asks Mr. Hepworth Dixon. 
A year ago the island of Cyprus be- 
longed to Aphrodite; now it belongs 
to Queen Victoria. A year ago every 
one who came to Cyprus (with the ex- 
ception of some Russian monks and 
French political agents) landed at 
Limason or Larnaca, with thoughts di- 
rected to the Empress of the sky. 
Henceforth another set of traveller will 
land, with minds intent on lower and 
more practical things. Preston White 
will come to build jetties, like his 
cheap and serviceable works in India. 
Then will follow steam ploughs, and 
water engines, and the tires for wagon 
wheels. These things are wanted first, 
with all the skill and capital for turn- 
ing them to perfect use. But in the 
roadstead one observes that people are 
not waiting for the English engineer 
and English capitalist to como. Yon 
swarthy immigrants from Alexandria 
have never heard of fame. They have 
read of Fatima, Amine, and the hero- 
ines of the Arabian Nights. They are 
a Moslem people, and they have no 
goddesses in their mythologies. But 
they know the name of Queen Victoria. 
They have heard of her as Empress of 
the Earth. They have a notion that 
the sea belongs to her. Where have 
they touched tho waters and not found 
themselves in presence of her power? At 
Aden she is Empress; at Perim she is 
Empress; from Ismaila to Port Said, 
the great canal is crossed by her flag; 
at Alexandria her vessels and the ves- 
sels of her people crowd the harbor. 
Men who stay at home give hardly any 
thought to the impression made by the 
old red cross of St. George on Oriental 
nations — everywhere a sign of free- 
dom, of power, of commercial life. 
The Chinese Minister, eating at my 
table in Regent's Park, shortly after 
his arrival in London, told me that a 
Russian agent in Pekin had shown 
him a map of tho world, in which Eng- 
land, in comparison with Russia, 
seemed no bigger than a leaf com- 
pared against a tree, but on his journey 
from Canton, to Southampton he had 
learned to understand that what the 
Muscovite showed him was the land — 
empire, not the sea — empire, and that 
tho lesson of his map was altogether 
wrong. In fact, from Canton to Lon- 
don he had never been out of the 
Queen's dominions, never beyond the 
sight of her flag, the cover of her guns. 
At Hongkong, English ships and Eng- 
lish troops; at Singapore, English ships 
and English troops; at Penang, Eng- 
lis ships and English troops; at Point 
de Galle, English ships and English 
troops; at Aden, English ships and 
English troops; at Port Said, English 
ships and English troops; at South 
ampton, English ships and English 
troops. In all his journey of ten 
thousand miles he had never once seen 
the Russian flag. Tho tree was no- 
where, and the leaf seemed to cover all 
the earth. By this ubiquity of the 



flag men's minds are thoroughly im- 
pressed. Ours is an empire on which 
the flag never droops. 

Theso swarthy immigrants from Egypt, 
Syria, and the Grecian isles know the 
Queen's name and recognize her flag. 
They feul that where that flag is flown, 
from either mast or rampart, men will be 
treated justly and that commerce will bo 
secure. They como to labor and to live. 
Compared against their former homes- 
no matter whether those homes were in 
tho Delta or in Egypt, the plains of Sho- 
falah and Esdraolon, the peaks of Oandia, 
or tho foreshores of Asia Minor— Cyprus 
is a healthy, wholesome place. Tho 
thought of health is not with them the 
first thing and tho last. Men to whom 
rest and shade and quinine powders are 
not always handy have to think a little of 
their health; but they are mainly bent on 
finding food and trying for the work that 
gives them food. Can work bo sought, 
and is tho labor sunk in the earth secure I 
These are tho questions asked in every 
corner of the Orient; and tho answers are 
that work may bo sought, and that tho 
fruits of labor are secure under tho Eng- 
lish flag. Hence they are swarming in 
theso boats. 

To them the ironclads are rocks of safe- 
ty. Lord John Hay is a mighty satrap, 
and his flagship, tho Minotaur, instead of 
representing tho devouring monster, is a 
beneficent ruler of the deep. Sir Garnet 
Wolseloy is a peaceful and enlightened 
Pascha, such as Haroun-al-Rascliid might 
have chosen for his minister. Under 
these lieutenants of tho mighty Empress 
tho peasant knows that ho is safe; nay, 
more, under that mighty Empress ho is 
free. In other days, under the consular 
flag, the English wore secure; hut under 
the Imperial flag all persons are secure. 
To lie beneath that flag is to be free. To 
understand what feeling free and safe 
means to an Oriental, a man must have 
known a Syrian fellah and a Muscovite 
serf. The news is flying far and fast that 
on the coast of Asia Minor, only thirty 
hours' sail from Egypt, and in actual 
sight of Syria and Adana, there is a ro- 
fugo for men of all conditions and all 
opinions, in which tho air and soil is abso- 
lutely free. 



A Banco Houso! 



Victoria, Nov. 18. 
Editor Colonist: — I respectfully 
beg to call the attention of the authori- 
ties, and the public in general, to that 
most infamous nuisance, now in full 
blast, called the dance house. A short 
time ago an application was made for a 
license to carry on such an establish- 
ment. It was refused with a special 
order to the proper officers on no ac- 
count to grant such a license to .any 
one. Since that time the den has been 
running for three nights per week and 
is now "doing the grand" every night. 
If the Government sanction the evil 
why not collect the $200 per year offer- 
ed by the now proprietor; and if the 
edicts of the authorities aro to be so 
glaringly cast aside I think, sir, that 
it is time steps were taken to abate the 
nuisance.

Sax Francisco's Latest Elopement. 



Rome, Nov. 18. — Popular indigna- 
tion and excitement throughout Italy at 
the attempt to assassinate the King is 
very great. The assassin is a member 
of the International Society. He de- 
nies having any accomplices or insti- 
gations. 

Rome, Nov. IS. — The following ac- 
count of the attempt on the King's 
life has been received here : — -The King 
and Queen arrived in Naples this p.m., 
and were enthusiastically received by 
immense crowds. Several persons in 
the Strada Carborara presented a peti- 
tion to their Majesties. A man at this 
moment rushed on the King with a 
dagger and succeeded in indicting a 
scratch on his left arm and slightly 
wounding Signor Oairoli in the left 
thigh. The King displayed great cool- 
ness and struck the assassin on the head 
with his sword. Signor Cairoli seized 
him by the hair and the assassin was 
immediately taken to the guard-house. 
The Queen and her son who wero in tho 
carriage with the King, displayed much 
courage. The assassin's name is Gio- 
vanni Panssante. He says he does not 
like kings. 

London, Nov. 18. — A semi-official 
noto is published pointing out that Eng- 
land has a treaty right to keep small 
gunboats in the Black Sea and admit- 
ting that the Condor really went to 
reconnoitre the fortifications which the 
Russians are said to be erecting at 
Banages. 

London, Nov. 18. — -The Furness Iron 
and Steel Co., nt Barrow-in-Furness, 
have determined to close their iron 
mines at Greenside in consequence of 
the depression of the iron trade. Two 
thousand men will be thus thrown out 
of employment. Several other pits are 
likely to bo closed or propose live per 
cent, reduction. 

London, Nov. 18. — A Constantino- 
ple dispatch says nine regiments of 
Russian cavalry have arrived at Adrian- 
ople. 

Relative to the Greek frontier Turk- 
ish council of ministers ultimately 
adopted views in favor of frontier line 
on Thessaly as recommended by the 
Congress, but only favored the cession 
of a quarter of Epirus, excluding Jan- 
nira. 

London, Nov. 18. — Norwich is in- 
undated by a freshet in tho river Win- 
sum in consequence of frequent and 
steady rain. Two of the most densely 
populated districts are several feet un- 
der water. The basements of all the 
factories, warehouses, granaries and 
dwellings along the river are Hooded. 
One or two deaths by drowning are re- 
ported. Four or five miles of streets 
are submerged, and from 3,000 to 
•1,000 dwellings made uninhabitable.

This act of cruelty toward their 
own people shows what little chance 
there was for any who opposed them 
after their passions had been fully 
aroused. 

CRUELTY OK Till-; WHITES. 

The conduct of some of the white 
people towards the negroes would 
seem to indicate human nature is 
much tho same whatever the color of 
the skin, and that when once the 
worser passions are aroused all the 
effects of our boastotl civilization have 
given us no advantage over the savage. 
On my way to West End I met sever- 
al bands of prisoners on their way to 
town under the escort of soldiers or 
volunteers. The negroes were tied to 
carts, and though some of them were 
in the last stages of exhaustion they 
were dragged along without the slight- 
est consideration for their condition. 
Some were bleeding from revero cuts 
inflicted by volunteers who, in their 
search for the fugitives, have acted in 
many cases like fiends. Blows with 
their cutlasses, and pistol shots were 
ruthlessly and uselessly indicted on the 
defenceless prisoners as they inarched 
along. One case of cruelty is reported 
which, but for its being well authenti- 
cated, would be impossible to believe. 
It is to be officially investigated, and 
so I withhold for the present the name 
of the guilty party. A malinger on' 
one of the estates was helped by one 
of the negro overseers for two days, 
the negro assisting in saving many 
things. The third night, when things 
were comparatively quiet, he went off, 
and on reappearing the next morning 
was taken to task by the manager for 
his absence. He explained that he 
had gone to see if any of his private 
property hail, been saved. 

"You lie," was tho reply from the 
manager, "you went oft" to steal, you are 
as bad as the others." 

"Why, Massa," the negro replied, 
"ain't I helped you and been with you 
all the time?" 

A torrent of abuse and the question, 
"Why should I not put an ounce of 
lead in you?" was the manager's an- 
swer. 

"No, massa, you don't dare do that, 
I ain't done nothing." 

"Don't dare]" cried the then infuri- 
ated manager. "Well, take that!'' and 
suiting the action to the word he shot 
the man through the head. A more 
cold-blooded, diabolical murder could 
not be imagined. 

AT WEST END. 

At last West End is reached, and 
there the scene of desolation is com- 
plete. The whole business part of the 
town is one mass of charred and black- 
ened ruins. In the midst tire two or 
three houses remaining, which only 
serve to make the surrounding desola- 
tion tho more apparent. The Apothe- 
cary Hall, Mr. Dubois' parsonage and 
the house and shop of Mulgrave, are 
standing. How the hitter escaped 
when al! was burned around is a mys- 
tery. One has but to walk the streets 
to realize the misery. The people 
were clad in all descriptions of apparel. 
They have lost all their own, and have 
been clothed by the Relief Committeo 
or friends. It would bo ludicrous, 
were it not so painful, to see men and 
women, hitherto in good circumstances, 
now clad in motley and misfitting gar- 
ments. The Relief Committee is do- 
ing what it can, and the neighboring 
islands have responded nobly, but the 
destitution is immense. 

CAUSES OF THE OUTBREAK. 

There is still a great variety of opin- 
ions regarding the causes of the out- 
break. Good reasons for dissatisfaction 
on the part of the negroes existed, and 
vet none which were of sufficient im- 



ing a period of eight years from one 
field and a crop of wheat every eight 
years, instead of every four years as 
lias hitherto been the custom. 

The simultaneous discharge of two of 
the 38-ton guns on board the Dread- 
nought, oil' the Isle of Wight, caused 
the whole ship to keel to port two de- 
grees. The whistles jumped out of the 
voice tubes, the glass from the sashes 
fell in showers, and tho faces of the 
tell-tales and engine-room telegraphs 
were also fractured. No indication of 
distress, however, was observed in the 
structure of the ship itself. 

In the city of London, all round, 
whole streets and quarters are being 
pulled down and rebuilt in a way 
which betokens heavy, and indeed lav- 
ish, outlay. On the other hand L tho 
number of offices, floors, and even 
whole houses to let is larger than it has 
been for a long time. In Holborn 
Viaduct, Queen- Victoria street, and 
some other thoroughfares, fully twenty 
per cent of the available space seems to 
be unoccupied. 

Sir Wilford Lawson has lately writ- 
ten to a correspondent to the effect that 
though some may think the Permissive 
Bill agitation is not progressing, the 
Publicans are not of that opinion. "If 
you read their publications (he says), as 
I do, you would find that they are in a 
kind of paroxysm of despair, fortelling 
our certain triumph over them. I 
think they are crying out a little too 
soon perhaps, but certainly afterhaving 
just got the Irish Sunday Closing Bill 
through the Publicans' Parliament, I 
think that all friends of temperance 
and order may look forward with the 
utmost confidence to future legislation." 

The Whitehall Review has published 
a third list of "Rome's Recruits" from 
the Church of England. It is six 
columns long, and among the names 
are those of Viscountess Bury, daught- 
er of the late Sir Allan McNab; the 
two daughters and two sons of Bellow, 
the eloccutionist; Colonel Blair, of the 
Scots Fusilliers; the Earl of Abingdon's 
son and daughter; the immortal Alfred 
Bunn; William Bond, a Cornish gentle- 
man, with four sons, all priests, and 
four daughters, all nuns; William 
Farren, the actor; Mrs. Wm. Froude, 
the historian's sister-in-law; Miss Head, 
daughter of Sir Edmund Walker 
Head; Matthew Higgins ("Jacob 
Omnium"); the Princess de Ligne; 
Frank Marshall, the dramatic author; 
John Oxenford; and earls, lords, bar- 
onets, peeresses, genei - als, admirals, 
esquireSj curates, rectors, and gentle- 
men and ladies of all ranks. 

The following is the. record of the 
seven officers who lately celebrated the 
seventy-third anniversary of the Battle 
of Trafalgar: Admiral of the Fleet, 
Sir G. R. Sartorius, who is now in his 
89th year, entered the navy in June, 
1801, and fought as midshipman on 
board the Tennant; Admiral Patton, 
now in his 88th year, and who entered 
the navy on February 1, 180-1, was 
midshipman in the Bellerophon; Ad- 
miral Percival Johnson, who entered 
the navy on July 2, 1803, was midship- 
man of the Victory; Admiral Smyth, 
who enttrsd the navy in March, 1803, 
was midshipman in the Defiance; Com- 
mander Vicary, now in his 86th year, 
who entered the navy on February G, 
1805, was first-class volunteer in the 
Achille; Commander Harris was first- 
class volunteer in tho Temerairej and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fynmoro was mid- 
shipman of the Africa, 

In the Dublin Nation "An Old 
Irish Priest" charges the leaders of the 
Home Rule League with treachery. 
Ho says: — A small knot of men, very 
wanting either in foresight or honesty, 



have audaciously flung overboard some 
of the truest friends of Ireland, and 
seized the rudder of the vessel. They 
defy the national will, from which 
they at the same time profess to derive 
their authority. From this weighty 
accusation I regret I cannot exclude 
Mr. Butt himself. Slowly but inex- 
orably the course of cents has forced 
this conviction upon me. How long 
are the present bad advisers of Mr. 
Butt to be allowed to make use of him 
to block the nation's rightful path? 
Why do not the constituents of these 
gentlemen -meet and summon them to 
give a strict account of their proceed- 
ings, not only as non-obstructives in 
Parliament, but also as damaging and 
deliberate obstructives in the council of 
the Home rule League? I join, then, 
my humble voice to the fast-swelling 
chorus of national indignation at the 
supine lethargy and the obstructive 
tactics of the clique." Ho parodies 
the sentiment of the old Tory who ex- 
claimed, "Thank God we have a House 
of Lords," and with equal fervor says, 
"Thank God we have a Home Rule 
Confederation of Great Britain." 

Sir Capel Fitzgerald, Bart., was tried 
and acquitted at the last session of the 
Central Criminal Court for stealing the 
jewelery of a woman whom he had 
taken "under his protection" from 
London to Paris. It was not denied 
that ho took the jewels and pledged 
them in Paris; but it was argued on 
his behalf that he did this merely to 
obtain the means for both of them to 
return to London.

Montreal, Nov. 2. — k petition 
against the return of Dr. Christie, M.P. 
for Argenteuil, was filed to-day at St. 
Scholastique. It alleges bribery and 
corruption by the respondent as well as 
his agents. 

On Monday morning last a horrible 
accident occurred on Mosquito Bav, 
near Demorestville, wherehv Henry 
Whitney, a farmer of Prince Edward 
County, lost his life. It appears that 
the deceased and a Mr. Joshua Dodd, a 
neighboring farmer, went out duck- 
hunting on the bay in separate boats. 
They r had a set of decoy ducks, from 
which both were to shoot, and conse- 
quently kept very close to each other. 
They had not been out long when a 
single duck (lew by, and both men laid 
down in their boats, having agreed that 
Mr. Dodd should shoot first. As soon 
as the duck caino close enough Dodd 
raised his gun — a double-barreled one — 
and emptied one of tho barrels, but 
missed his shot. The bird then flew 
past tho bow of Mr. Whitney's boat, 
when, not knowing that Dodd was 
about to empty the other barrel, ho 
rose up, just in time to receive the full 
contents of the barrel in the head, 
shooting off the entire right half of the 
skull, scattering the brains in every 
direction, and killing him instantly. 
When brought to the shoro tho skull 
was found to be perfectly empty, and 
tho sight was ghastly in tho extreme. 
Deceased leaves a wife and six chil- 
dren. Mr. Dodd is frantic with grief 
at having been the cause; of the acci- 
dent, 

A Monlrealer named Rivert, with 
two others, started a few weeks ago for 
Manitoba; but by some mistake Rivert 
was left behind at Detroit penniless. 
He determined to return home, and 
secreted himself in a freight car bound 
for Montreal, and was locked in. He 
had a fast of nearly three days, arriv- 
ing here yesterday in a famished con- 
dition.
